The Century Piant. 
The century plant, so named beeans 
of the popular idea that it blooms but 


once in a hundred years, in one sense 


makes good its name, for it blooms 
only once, then dies. In the genial 


climate of southern California it reach 
es maturity and bloonis in fifteen or 
twenty years, while In colder climates 
the period may range from forty to 
fifty years. There are many species of 
the agave family native to northern 
Mexico, where it is called the maguey. 
The plant furnishes “pulque,” the na- 
tional drink of Mexico. At the time of 
blooming the plant throws up a single 
stock of rapid growth to the height of 
twelve to twenty feet, from which the 
tassel-like flowers sprout forth. This 
great flower stalk draws all the sap 
and vigor from the body of the plant, 
which soon withers and dies.
